has “reason to believ e (the Democratic 
accou nts) will be v ery rev ealing.’’

can

attracted to the armed forces to meet 
peacetime manpower needs, and that 
ending all dependence on the draft 
will be consistent v rith maintaiidng 
the force 
lev el and degrees of 
readiness necessary to meet ou r v ital 
long-term national secu rity .”

till nex t y ear.” 
The precedent-setting decision to begin 
the fair one day early on Au g. 18 prov ed to 
be a sou nd one as 10,000 more persons 
(389,290) 
attended 
this 
y ear’s 
fair 
compared to last y ears total of 37 9,256. 
Withou t the ex tra day ’s attendance of 
23,7 16, the total wou ld hav e fallen below 
last y ear’s cou nt. 
Despite the diminishing daily attendance 
figu res. Fair Secretary W. C. Askew was 
optimistic. 
“The only thing I hav e to go on is 
comparison,” 
he said. 
“I was told 
attendaiKe at the Iowa State Fair, which 
also closed this week, was down 100,000. At 
the Illinois State Fair, it was su pposedly 
down 150,000.” 
Askew blamed the past week’s wilting 
temperatu res and periodic rainfalls, in 
part, for the comparativ ely lower figu res. 
“If I had been able to control the 
weather, we wou ldn’t hav e had last Su nday 
(Au g. 20) be the hottest day of the y ear. 
Despite ou r office’s efforts, we hav e v ery 
few air conditioned bu ildings on the 
grou nds.” 
Althou gh fair officials are still cou nting 
attendance 
money , 
Askew 
estimated 
approx imately $17 5,000 in ex tra fu nds 
cou ld hav e been pu t in the coffer had his 
requ est of raising the gate fee to $1.50 been 
granted. 
Askew estimated receipts from parking 
fees and other sou rces wou ld total 
approx im ately 
$10,000 ex clu ding 
attendance rev enu e. 
The qu adrennial coincidence of hav ing a 
fair du ring an election y ear also prov ed to 
be a boost to the 197 2 edition of the fair. 
Askew noted. 
“Whenev er y ou hav e candidates, y ou 
hav e activ ity ,” he said. “I think it’s all 
great.”

W ASHINGTON (A P) - A 
C o m m u n i s t Chinese min­ 
esweeper has slipped into Hai­ 
phong harbor for the first time 
since the U.S. Navy sealed sev­ 
en North Vietnamese ports with 
mines last May. 
Intelligence 
sources 
sug­ 
gested the action could be a 
forerunner to an effort to re­ 
open North Vietnam's most im­ 
portant port. 
Pentagon officials said the 
single minesweeper, which re­ 
portedly has not yet attempted 
any clearing operations, would 
have only limited effect by it­ 
self. But they are watching for 
reinforcements. 
Officials stressed the United 
States intends to keep the ports 
closed and that fresh mines 
would be laid to replace any 
that are removed. 
And they left open the possi­ 
bility that U.S. air and naval 
units might attack to stop at­ 
tempts to clear the channel into 
Haiphong. 
U.S. warplanes struck heavily 
in the Haiphong area over the 
weekend but there was no in­ 
dication the minesweeper was 
hit. 
Intelligence specialists identi­ 
fied the Chinese-built craft as a 
Woosung class minesweeper, a 
136-foot ship believed capable 
of clearing acoustic and possi­ 
bly magnetic mines. 
The minesweeper normally 
operates in the Shanghai area, 
they said 
Sources speculated the ship 
probably eluded U.S. observa­ 
tion en route by taking advan­ 
tage of its shallow draft to hug 
the coast of China and North 
Vietnam 


Som.e Pentagon officials said 
the 
minesweeper 
may 
have 
been transferred by the Chinese 
to the North Vietnamese navy 
but they had no evidence of 
this. 
They said it is likely the Chi­ 
nese sent the minesweeper to 
Haiphong partially to embar­ 
rass their Russian rivals. 
The Soviets have a powerful 
fleet in the Pacific, including 
minesweepers, but have avoid­ 
ed any naval moves to breach, 
the U.S. blockade of North Viet­ 
nam. 
Communist Chinese freight­ 
ers. however, have been carry­ 
ing supplies into North Viet­ 
namese waters and transfer­ 
ring the cargo to small North 
Vietnamese craft. 
The Viet­ 
namese craft have been suc­ 
cessful in ferrying some of the 
cargo to land, despite U.S. air 
and naval patrols.

Priv ate ind u stry and p rofits hav e been 
frowned u p on since Mao’s armies took ov er 
China two d ecad es ago.

Nixon Still Has M any Critics

held a large lead over Sen. 
M c G o v e rn

Presidential 
pairings, 
a 
majority of the people who are 
likely to vote Nov. 7 were 
nonetheless critical of Nixon's 
perform ance 
on 
three 
important issues: 
(1) 
his 
effectiveness in controlling the 
cost 
of 
liv in g 
and 
unemployment, (2) for allegedly 
beii^ 
“ too 
close 
to 
big 
business," and (3) in fulfilling 
his 1968 pledge to end U.S. 
involvement in Vietnam. 
Were these three issues to 
become the basis on which the 
electorate 
makes 
its 
final 
decision, 
the 
Republican 
position would t>e less secure. 
But there are four major 
areas in which a majority of the 
voters 
also 
had 
deep 
reservations 
about 
Sen. 
McGovern; 
By 64-23 per cent, almost 
two out of three likely voters 
agree with the charge that 
“ McGovern has poorly-thought- 
out plans, such as his welfare 
plan and his saying he would go 
to Hanoi to beg for the release 
of the prisoners of war.” 
By 
56-27 per cent, a 
majority also agrees with the 
statement that “McGovern is 
too radical in his views and too 
quick to agree to way-out 
ideas." 
By 51-24 per cent, voters 
also feel that “McGovern is not 
experienced 
enough in 
the 
handling of foreign affairs." 
And by 50-31 per cent, 
voters believe the claim that 
“ McGovern has too many ties 
to radical and protest groups " 
It 
would 
appear 
from 
President Nixon’s early lead 
that the negatives about him at 
this stage of the campaign do 
not cut as deeply as those 
against Sen. McGovern. More 
significant, however, may be 
the fact that in 1972 voters are 
in a highly critical mood about 
both men running for the White 
House, as indeed they are about 
the leadership of the country in 


nearly 
every 
other 
major 
private and public area. This 
could make public opinion polls 
more volatile than otherwise 
since loyalties are so thinly 
held. 
Despite an otherwise strong 
showing, the figures on voter 
criticism of President Nixon 
caution against overconfidence: 
By 
59-33 per cent, a 
majority of voters agree with 
the statement that he “ has not 
done 
an 
effective 
job 
in 
controlling rises in the cost of 
living and unemployment. 


^ By 
57-30 per cent, a 
majority also go along with the 
criticism that President Nixon 
and the Republicans “ are too 
close to big business.” 


By 50-42 per cent, voters 
did' not think in early August 
that Nixon “ has kept his pledge 


to end U.S. involvement in 
Vietnam." 
At a time when people still 
feel 
they 
are 
pinched 
by 
continually rising prices, when 
anti-business 
sentiment 
has 
reached majority proportions in 
the country, and when the 
Vietnam war remains an issue 
of deep concern, clearly there is 
ample ammunition for Sen. 
McGovern to fire away against 
his Republican opponent in this 
campaign. 
As much as the areas of 
vulnerability on both sides are 
waiting to be exploited by the 
two opposing candidates, in the 
end the voters are likely to be 
making their decision on the 
broad 
dimension 
of 
which 
Presidential candidate evokes 
the strongest sense of trust. 
Recent results suggest that on 
the key dimension of voter 


confidence, Richard Nixon has 
a wide head start over George 
McGovern. 
However, 
the 
campaign is still in its early 
stages and much of the ultimate 
answer to that question will 
depend 
on 
the 
way 
the 
candidates project during the 
rough-and-tumble between now 
and November. 


One by-product which could 
make the remainder of the 1972 
campaign more interesting than 
usual is the fact that voters are 
apparently less concerned with 
the personalities of the two 
candidates than with how they 
approach the key problems 
voters 
feel are facing 
the 
country.

Among the 100 students in the 
College of Arts and Sciences 
who have asked to throw out a 
semester’s worth of poor work 
are pregnant coeds, a youth 
whose mother was dying of 
cancer and those with crum­ 
bling love affairs or family and 
psychiatric problems' 


They say this has kept them 
from going broke scholastically 
and helped “ humanize " higher 
education 
The actual marks cannot be 
expunged from a transcript 
But the one “ bankrupt semes­ 
ter" allowed per student for 
anv reason is not figured in 


their grade point average. 
School officials say the ex­ 
perimental program, now in its 
second semester, is a step to­ 
ward eliminating all Ds and Fs 
and making the transcript a 
record of proficiency — not 
failure. 


Dean Kenneth Gros Louis, 34- 
year-old originator of the pro­ 
gram. said it 
indicates “ a 
greater awareness of students 
as persons and the difficulties 
of living when vou’re between 
17 and 22 


“ If leniency means humaniz­ 
ing an institution, then I’m all 
for it. " he said.

College Costs Frustrate 
Hard-Working Students

OMAHA. Neb. (AP) - Ralph 
and Jo Roza are newlyweds, 
but they won’t be seeing each 
other as often this year as they 
would like to. 
The reason is that they are 
among a declining group of stu­ 
dents 
working 
their 
way 
through college without much 
outside help—declining because 
college costs have outstripped 
the wages most students can 
earn. 
“ We might just make it if 
nothing happens to the car. ” 
said Jo. 20, while her husband. 
22. slept between his two jobs 
The R(»as and two college fi­ 
nancial aid directors expressed 
this view; a college education 
is worth the expense, but high 
school students and their par­ 
ents have to start saving well 
in advance to meet the cost 
Roza started his studies at 
Creighton University, in part 
using a loan to pay the tuition 
there. He transferred to the 
University 
of 
Nebraska 
at 
Omaha year later partly be­ 
cause of the lower tuition there 
“ We’d like to see if we can 
get through without any more 
loans." Jo said. “ If we can 
keep our heads above water 
now. we won’t have any debts 
when we graduate. ” 
Jo has a regents' scholarship 
as long as she keeps her grades 
up 
She is studying languages, 
preparing for a job as a bili­ 
ngual secretary because teach­ 
ing positions are scarce, and 
working 20 to 25 hours a week 
as a catalog clerk at the Sears 
Crossroads store. 
Her husband’s schedule is 
more complicated. During the 
summers and every other se­ 
mester. Ralph: 
—Works a 40-hour week as a 
computer programmer for the 
Army Corps of Engineers, from 
11 p.m. to 7:30 a.m. 
—Works a 10-hour-a-week job 
in the stock room of a grocery 
store 
—Takes half of the usual 
number of courses at UNO 
Every other semester, he re­ 
duces the number of hours he 
works at the computer job and 
takes a full university class 
load 
His schedule then in­ 
cludes: 
—The full schedule of classes 
—Ten hours a week at the 
computer job 
—Ten hours a week on the 
grocery job. 
Often when she’s at home. 
Ralph is sleeping or working 
and vice-versa. An hour or two 
a day is the most they spend 
together, plus some time on 
weekends 
This fall, with Ralph attend­ 
ing school, the couple will earn 
about 1296 a month, barely 


enough to cover food and the 
cost of the apartment they rent 
Savings from the summer 
and wedding gifts will have to 
pay Ralph’s tuition, plus books 
and school equipment 
They 
were married in May 
“ We re going on a lot of blind 
faith.’’ Jo said “ We ve even 
thought 
about seeking food 
stamps, but if we can get by 
without them, why use them’^ 
It’s nice to know you’re doing it 
on your own ” 
Ralph’s work schedule means 
he has at least two more years 
of study left, even though he’s 
a senior in civil engineering 
If Jo graduates first, she may 
be able to work fulltime so 
Ralph can concentrate on his 
studies the last year 
Their parents haven’t been 
able to help with college ex­ 
penses because they have large 
families. Jo said 
For fun. the Rozas occasion­ 
ally have friends over for a 
game of cards or ride their bi­ 
cycles in the park On rare oc­ 
casions. they will spend $5 on a 
restaurant 
meal, 
but 
they 
spend little else on frills 
“ When school starts, we’ll be 
eating a lot of hot dogs. ” she 
said “ If we can get through to 
Christmas we ll be all right 
The R(jzas are not unusual in 
that they work during school A 
UNO survey last spring showed 
nearly three-fourths of the stu­ 
dents have part-time or full­ 
time jobs 
They are unusual, however, 
in getting by with little outside 
help 
Jack Ritchie, assistant fi­ 
nance director for the Univer­ 
sity of Nebraska at Lincoln, 
said it is “ practically impos­ 
sible ” for a student to go 
through school without outside 
help 
The cost of college increases 
by $50 to $100 every year, be­ 
yond tuition and room and 
board increases in dormitories, 
and now stands at $2,300 a year 
for a student living on-c‘ampus 
at NU. Ritchie said 
A student could make at the 
most $800 during the school 
year at a part-time job. Ritchie 
said, and could .save about $1,- 
000 during the summer with a 
good job and by living at home. 
Most scholarships and federal 
aid programs are aimed at stu­ 
dents whose parents can’t af­ 
ford to help them through col­ 
lege. based on a formula of the 
family’s needs and income. 
After this year, federally in­ 
sured loans generally won’t be 
available to students whose 
parents earn more than $15,000 
“ The intent of the federal 
government is clear,” Ritchie 
said. “ The money is to go to 
the 
needy, 
the 
low-income 
people” 
Tnis year some 9,000 NU stu­ 
dents will apply for financial 
aid, out of 22,000 students at­ 


tending About 5.000 will re­ 
ceive the $4 5 million in avail­ 
able aid 


“ It’s getting to the place now 
where parents who make more 
than $10.00 a year are going to 
have to start planning ahead 
and be willing to help their 
children.’’ he said 


At 
private colleges, even 
more students receive financial 
aid. according to Thomas J 
Schnitker. student financial aid 
director for Creighton Univer­ 
sity in Omaha 


Last year about 60 per cent 
of Creighton’s 4,300 students re­ 
ceived financial aid, including 
work-study jobs 
In 1961-62. 1.507 students re­ 
ceived $283.384 in aid This year 
the figure will be near $3 mil­ 
lion. including part-time jobs. 
He said a “ verv minimal" 
number of students are going 
through without help from par­ 
ents 
or 
a 
grant 
provided 
through the university 
Creighton, because it isn't 
state-supported, 
now 
costs 
about $3,600 a year for an out- 
of-town student, including room 
and board, tuition and books. 
Schnitker said

Another Chess Draw 
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Hurricane 
No Threat 
To Land 


MIAMI (AP) — Hurricane 
Betty swirled over the North 
Atlantic today but posed no 
threat to any land area, the Na­ 
tional Hurricane Center report­ 
ed. 
The storm, officially the first 
hurricane ever to evolve out of 
a neutercane, had highest sus­ 
tained winds of 100 m.p h. as it 
moved away from the United 
States. 
The hurricane kept “ right on. 
course," heading east-northeast 
at 20 to 25 m.p.h., meteorologist 
Neil Frank said. 
The second hurricane of the 
1972 season was centered about 
400 miles northwest of the outer 
edge of the Azores Islands at 
5:30 a.m. EDT. 
Neutercane Bravo was rede­ 
signated as a hurricane Sunday 
night when it became apparent 
the system was drawing most 
of its might from a warm cen­ 
tral core, the weather center 
said. 
“ We’ve 
had 
neutercanes 
down through history and no 
doubt some of them have 
turned into hurricanes before," 
Frank explained, “ but only 
recently 
has 
satellite 
tech­ 
nology enabled us to identify 
them and track them. This is 
the first time a hurricane has 
evolved from a known neuter­ 
cane.’’

of the sport 
The draw gave Fischer an 11- 
8 lead over Spassky with a 
maximum of only five games 
left They play again Tuesday 
Wins count a full point and 
draws a half point 
The 29-vear-old challenger 


needs 12*2 points to take the 
title and Spassky needs 12 to 
retain it 


Fischer and Spassky have 
drawn the last six games. Both 
played a high level of chess in 
them, but the Russian was 
unable to narrow the three- 
point lead on which Fischer is 
coasting to the world title. 


Experts said the six draws 
have included some of the most 
solid chess of the match even if 
they didn t have the e.xcitement

SOOCHOW. China (AP) 
When President Nixon visited 
the resort town of Hanftchow 
last February he qu(^ed a Chi­ 
nese proverb: in heaven there 
is paradise, on earth Soochow 
and Hangchow ■ 
Despite the trend toward in­ 
dustrialization. the people of 
Soocho» ’ mak e eveiy effort to 
uphold the tradition that their 
town is one of the most pleas­ 
ant in China 
As in Venice, canals criss- 
cniss the city where streets or- 
dinarilv nught be The small 
houses, almost all whitewashed, 
have small landings for boats 
at the back doors Willow trees 
hang lazily over canals, reflect­ 
ing in the black water 
The streets are clean and 
green 
during the Great Leap 
Forward in the late ‘50s the 
Soochow government decided to 
plant trees everywhere Some 
streets today are almost lik e 
green tunnels 
Hundreds of bridges cross the 
canals Some of the old ones 
are so vaulted that a cyclist 
has to push his bik e across 
The canals are used as they 
were 750 years ago, when the 
city was about tl^ same size 
On a large canal boats from a 
commune deliver a mountain of 
watermelons to the city mar­ 
k et In a narrow back yard ca­ 
nal a boat collects garbage 
Silk made Soochow famous, 
starting in the Sun Dynasty al­ 
most a thousand years ago 
Marco Polo, who visited here, 
wrote “The people have silk in 
great quantities, they mak e 
cloth of gold and silk for their 
clothing “ 
S^lk remaias one of Soo- 
chow’s main indu.stries, and 
silk worms are now raised in 
communes in the suburbs All 


silk production and that of a 
silk embrmdery factory are 
now for export 
The other ancient tradition of 
this pretty city is the gardens, 
once the personal property of 
retired mandarins and gentle­ 
men of leisure 
During the 
Ming Dynasty 500 years ago. it 
became the custom for rich of­ 
ficials who had retired from a 
political life in the capital to 
buy a plot of land in Sooc'how 
and landscape a garden — of­ 
ten a whimsical creation of pa­ 
vilions. artificial hills, lotus 


ponds, odd stones, animals, 
bamboo groves and miniature 
trees. 
Gambled away or sold, the 
pleasure gardens changed own­ 
ers as often as homes at the 
French Riviera 
There were 15 major gar­ 
dens. Five have been restored 
and opened to the public In 
these summer months thou­ 
sands visit them each day — 
especially the silk work ers on 
days off. Old men and retired 
work ers gossip in the pavilion 
teahouses.
